clear his name and was successful 
with the victory of Mrs. Ferguson 
who was elected governor in 1924.

Impeachment Unpardonable 


."When looking to the Intention 


of the convention adopting the con- 
stitution, we find that provision is 
made for a pardon in criminal cases 
after conviction. 
Treason and im- 


peachment are expressly excepted 
from the general pardon power of 
the chief executive. With the ad- 
vice and consent of the senate, the 
governor may grant 
pardons in 


cases of treason. Treason may be 
punished as a capital offense,, while 
impeachment is punished only by 
removal from office and disqualifi- 
cation to hold any office of honor, 
trust or profit under this state. 
It is obvious, therefore, that the 
convention had in mind the effect 
of impeachment, for it expressly 
referred to it, and expressly ex- 
cepted it from the pardon power. 
The convention well knew.the pen- 
alties it had provided in judgments 
or convictions in cases of impeach- 
ment. 
It well knew that judg- 


ments of Impeachment not only 
provided that the convicted officer 
be removed from office, but decreed 
that he should thereafter be dis- 
qualified to hold' any office of hon- 
or, trust or profit under this state.

Approximately $200,000 and about 


two months additional time vrill be 
required to carry out the rehabili-

Officials of the national organi- 
zation .estimate that about $110,000

In this manner a six bale 
producer is obligated to ship only 
three bales and a fifty or hundred 
bale producer obligated to ship 
only ten bales.

VALETTA, Malta,. May 


23. — (ff) — An attempt

made today to assassinate 
Lord Strickland of Sizergh, 
prime minister of the Mal- 
tese government. He was 
fired at point bland but was 
not hurt. 


Three shots were fired at Lord 


Strickland, but all missed him. 


A man named Miller was seized 


on the spot by the 
police and 


charged with the shooting. 
The attempted assassination oc- 


curred as Strickland, accompanied 
by a police superintendent, was en- 
tering the court of appeals to at- 
tend a case wherein 
the 
prime 


minister appears as the plaintiff 
and in which the nationalists are 
attempting to invalidate all 
the 


laws passed by the government. 
As the prince minister stepped 


in he was fired at with a revolver 
from a few yards. The bullet miss- 
ed but Strickland 
appeared mo-
